The  Director  of  the  railroad  in  hla  protest  of  Novenber  20,  1934 
«o.  Ill,  9/1009  states  that  the  soisfire  of  offices  and  promises  be- 
lon^’lng  to  the  railroad  b/  varicmo  institutions  in  Harbin  as  well 
as  along  the  lino,  has  become  widespread,  aopociollj*  of  late.  It 
itay  bo  seen  from  tho  Director's  protest  that  in  the  period  from 
1930  to  October  7,  1934,  101,230  square  meters  of  railroaui  buildings 
V^9.353  square  meters  in  narbin  and  71.927  square  meters  along  the 
line)  wore  Illegally  occupied  by  the  following  institutions: 

The  Japanese  military  command  occupied  299  premises  with  a 
total  floor  spaco  79.867,36  sqviare  motors,  guard  troops  -  132 
premises,  9,237,79  S.  M. ,  Railroad  Police  -  19  promises,  1.112,34 
B.m. ,  Coi.unander-ln-Chief '  8  office  -  15  promlsos,  991,40  s.m. ,  Harbin 
Post  Office  -  9  promises,  489,  07  s.m..  Ministry  of  Transportation  - 
1  promise,  115,30  s.m..  Police  Department  -  4  promises,  143,45  s.m., 
Vill^-e  Police  -  16  premises,  693,67  s.m..  Frontier  Police  and  Police 
Ouivrd  Detachment  -  21  premises,  4.932,67  s.m.,  tho  Groat  Harbin 
Administration  -  4  premises,  2.446,86  s.m..  Department  of  Education 
S  premises,  986  s.m.,  Telephone  Network  -  3  premises,  120,  56  s.m., 
private  people  -  2  premises,  173,99  s.m.  on  the  whole  634  promises 
with  a  total  floor  space  10X,280,54  s.m.  wore  illegeLlly  occi^led.

the  Director  of  the  railroad  points  out  that  cmoeals 
Police  are  to  no  purpose  as  tho  officials  of  the 
illegally  seize  the  premises  themselves.  Snaa.hing 
locks  and^ors,  opening  doors  with  skeleton  keys  or  with  speciallv 

keys  was  their  usual  met.hod  of  penetration  Into  the  railroad 
flats  due  to  the  inactivity  of  the  Railroad  Police  (the  details  see 
in  tme  said  protest  of  the  Director  of  the  railroad). 
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I'Uw  avon  after  October  1,  1934  the  nald  illegal  aote  have 
not  oeaeed,  but  even  Increased  which  is  conforr.-.ed  by  a  nunber  of 
protests  and  telephone  neBsagae  of  the  Director  of  the  railroad 
during  Kovonber  and  DocctJber  of  this  year. 


Kot  only  tec5)orarily  vacant  prenieoo  of  the  railroad  are  occupied, 
but  often  are  occupied  the  prerlBes  In  which  live  the  enployees  of  the 
railroad  who  are  forcibly  r.oved  into  other  people* e  flats  or  thrown  out 
bag  and  baggage  into  the  stroet.  All  sorts  of  institutions  participate 
in  these  illegal  seiruros  of  railroad  vrenlsee.  Moot  of  the  seizures  have 
bean  effected  by  the  Japanese  nilitary,  but  not  loss  active  in  that  res¬ 
pect  wore  tne  institutions  which  are  specially  called  upon  to  inaintain  law 
and  order,  and  in  partlc’ilar  to  protect  railroad  property,  viz.,  guard 
troops,  railroad  and  general  police,  etc. 

Even  the  institutions  of  the  Ministry  of  Transportation  and  of  the 
Ministry  of  Education  had  a  hand  in  this,  and,  finally,  some  private 
offices  and  people.  All  this  is  dotrlnontal  to  the  interests  of  the  rail¬ 
road  and  its  personnel  and  stands  in  the  way  of  its  smooth  ruining. 

I  have  alreadjr  called  your  attention  to  tho  illegal  seizures  of 
railroad  premises  and  in  particular  to  tho  Illegal  seizures  of  the  living 
quarters  of  its  persomel,  but  nothing  has  been  done  to  protect  tho  rights 
and  interests  of  the  redlroad  and  the  seizures  are  going  on  and  even  in¬ 
creasing. 

I  categorically  protest  against  ouch  illegal  acts  and  insist  upon 
effective  measures  being  tedcon  to  clear  off  the  premlsos  which  were  il¬ 
legally  seized  and  protect  the  railroad  persor.nel  from  the  outrages.
